publications are Imported weekly, and find
an lmmediate cireulation,  The works of
Hritish authors are mont largely in demand.
In the Sydney free likrary the improved
intellectual tartes of the general community
are {llustrated by the eharacter of the works
Jent to readers, the classification of which

doring 1884 was  follows: Miscellaneous
Mterature and collected works, 22,135 vol-

umes; prose works of fiction, 16,921 volumes;
perlodical and serial lterature, 13,047 wvol-
umens; natural philosophy, sclence and the
arts, 9,371 volumes; history, antiquities. ete.,
B 485 volumes; blography and correspondence,
7,970 wvolumes; miscellanecus, 7,685 volumes.
It will be egeen that, contrary to the rule in
many British free libraries, works of fiction

MILITARY DRILL IN SCHOOL.
Renxons Why the Movement Should
e Enconraged,

Senator Carter has introduced a bill “te
establieh a bureau of mlilitary educatlon and
to promote the adoption of uniform drill
in the public schools of the several states
and territories,”” This bill provides for the
establishment within the War department
at Washington, of a “bureau of military edu-
eation.,” It is to be conducted by an officer
of the army, with such assistance from olfi-
cers and clerks of the department as may
be neceseary for the prompt and effielent
execution of the act. The officer at the
head of the butenn i to prepare a text book
of drill regulations, with the view of making
the 4rill taught in the public schools of the
country uniform and identical with that ob-
taining in the regular army. This text book
is to be distributed “‘free of charge on the
written request of boards of education and
directors of the public schools, or on the re-
quest of senators and representatives in con-
gress, under such rules and regulations as
the sccretary of war may approve'” The ex-
penges of the burean are to be defrayed from
the contingent fund of the department. Com-
menting on the measure, larper's Weekly
BAYH:

We have bren acked by the superintend-
ant of the physieal eulture department of
the Woman's Christlan Temperanec: unlon o
petitlon congtess agalnst the passage of this
bill. We cannot congent to do this, and as
the request comes from o source 8o eml-
nently respectable, from a body of earnest
women engaged in the noble work of pro-
moting temperance, we deem it to be both
covrteous amd proper to state briefly some
of the reasons for our refusul,

In the first place, the bill does not Impane
military (:111 upon our public schools, The
question as to the adoption of drill as part
of the school course fs left to the loeal school
authoritles, The opposite proposition would
be uncoustitutional. This one recognizes tho
fact that In many of our schools the puplls
are now drilled, and its author suggests,
wisely we think, that wherever military ox-
orclees .ate taught they shall be those Io
which the suldiers of the regular army are
Instructed, Certalnly this is well, for some
day, when these boys are men, they may be
ealled upon to defend thelr country, and then
it will be important that the drill they have
Jearned at ecliool shall be the drill of the
Army.

Maoreover, we haye no sympathy with the
opposition sometimes expressed to military
tralniug, We do not believe that beciuse a
man or 4 nation is prepared for self-defense
he or It thereby becomes a bully, Thirty-
five yoears sgo there was no cltizen of the
north who would not have been glad If more
of our young men had been taught at school
the simple arg of drill. Thousands of lives
and milllons of treasure would have been
paved, and the war would have been shorte:.
Aslde from the practical aspect of the mal-
ter, too, we belleve In manly physical ex-
grelge for the youth of the country, The
other day a distinguisbed clergyman spoke
of military drill, foot ball and other phys-
leal sports as brutalizing. There 18 no truth
in this. Manly sports are humanizing. They
develop courage, truthfulnexs, secif-rellance,
pelf-conutraint, respect for worthy antago-
nists, fair play—character, In short. On the
other hand, the soft muscles of the pale
peurctle youth too often foster the meanest
traitg of the huvman mind, They induce to
phiftiness, evasion, subterfuge and men-
dacity. In nine cases out of ten it ia the
boy with a healthy body, a body that has
beon exercised In contentions with his fel-
low-boys, who is not cruel, nor a backbiter,
nor a telltale, whose lmpulacs dre generous,
and who (s best fitted (o cope sguarely and
hepestly with the world,

To the making of a good man military
drill contributes along with other athletic

roults, And among the tralts especially
x:ulopod by It are the Ane virtues of discl-
pline, self-represslon and courtesy.

She
is evidently with many other teachers, tired
of the “If a hen and a half lay an egg and a
half in a day and a hal{" sort of problemns,
and has realized that most of ths falltures In
arithmetle arise from the child’s Inabllity
to pleture In hls mind a condition wholly
glrunge to him and objects utterly devold of
interost,

The bhest problems made by wvarious
teachers  werz collected  and  printed in
“manunls” and these manunls were eventu-
ally to take the place of the regular arith-
metics.  But thege problems were not per-
fect In form and grammatical expresslon, so
the oppogers of the scheme had fresh ground
for parley,

In several cities the bulk of the roading
matter Is printed by a small school press,
In this way the :eading lezsons are made
by the pupils and are never the same for
two sepurate clisses.  PBut in Miss Coffin's
plan the arithmetics as well as the readers
Would be home grown, b

that a copartnership relation existed be-
tween  the farmers. Such  evidence war-
rants rather the conclusion that the farm-
ers were Joint owners, or tenants in com-
mon, of the machine.

A contract between an insiirance company
and ita agent provided that the latter should
make monthly reports of business trans-
actid and on demand pay over to his prin-
c!pil all moneys due him.

After the executlon of the bond, and with.
aut the knowledge of the surety thercon,
the agent’s compengation was changed to
2815 per ecent and he wins glyven permission
to employ sollcitors of Insurance, paying
them out of his commission, In w sult
ngninst the surety on the bond to recover
money which It was u'leged the pgent had
not accounted for, held: 1.
